Long-Term Inmates Young, 
Amenable to Rehabilitation 


W e d n e s d a y , F e b. 2 1 , 1 9 0 S — P .M .

Inmates stay ing in jail ov er 
30 day s are y oung. They hav e 
little education. They ’re apt 
to be repeat offenders, av er­ 
aging 6 .5 arrests apiece. 
These were some of the con­ 
clusions drawn by a group of 
Univ ersity of Nebraska grad­ 
uate students after a study of 
164 prisoners who spent 30 
day s or more in the Lincoln 
city or Lancaster C ou n t y 
jails between J uly 1, 1965 and 
J une 30,1%6. 
Rather than the older habi­ 
tual who might hav e been ex ­ 
pected, the long-time jail in­ 
mate, according to the study , 
is likely to be under 29 y ears 
of age *‘or at an age where he 
generally is still v ery amena­ 
ble to reeducativ e and educa­ 
tiv e training both in v ocation­ 
al and social skills.” 
Thirty -one percent of t h e 
prisoners were under 21, and 
36% between 21 and 29. t h e 
students found. 
Ov er 90% of the 164 studied 
had been arrested before they 
reached 30. while almost 65 % 
had their first known arrest 
before age 21 
Not Deterrent 
And for most, “ the first ar­ 
rest had not serv ed as a deter­ 
rent to subsequent arrest.” it 
was noted.

Both groups av eraged 
about two months imprison­ 
ment, with the range from 30 
to 210 day s.

Saigon (iD — National police 
arrested the militant Buddhist 
l e a d e r Thich Tri Quang 
Wednesday a few hours after 
arresting two other prominent 
political opponents of th e 
South V i e t n a m e s e govern­ 
ment. 


U.S. Embassy officials said 
the arrests were a remark­ 
able case of bad timing since 
they came shortly before a 
new anti-Communist f r o n t , 
“ The People’s Congress f o r 
N a t i o n a l Salvation,” an­ 
nounced that it had succeed­ 
ed in uniting political friends 
and foes of the government. 
The congress is backed by 
the government. 
Asso cia tes a nd friends o f a ll 
three a rrested men a re mem­ 
bers o f the new c o n g r e s s . 
There wa s specula tio n tha t 
they mig ht quit beca use o f the 
surprise a rrests. 


In addition to the monk Tri 
Quang, the police 
arrested 
Truong Dinh Dzu, who ran a 
strong second as a peace can­ 
didate in last October’s presi­ 
dential e l e c t i o n , and Au 
Truong Thanh, a former econ­ 
omy minister. 
Thanh also tried to run for 
president on a peace platform 
but his ticket was disqualified 
by the Constituent Assembly 
for “ pro-Communist and pro­ 
neutralist tendencies.” Dzu got 
around that by keeping h i s 
peace platform quiet until af­ 
ter the assembly certified his 
candidacy. 
Informed American sources 
said further arrests of gov­ 
ernment opponents were “ en­ 
tirely possible.” They could 
not confirm reports that a 
small number of intellectuals 
had also been arrested. 
One source sad the govern­ 


ment was claiming that it 
had captured Viet Cong docu­ 
ments listing Tri Quang, Dzu 
and Thanh as prospects for a 
coalition government with the 
Communists.

Tri Quang—Thich is a re­ 
ligious title meaning “ Vener­ 
able” —was arrested as he 
drove away from the Buddhist 
Youth Center in Saigon. 
Dzu and Thanh were seized 
at their homes Tuesday night. 
Dzu has been under house ar­ 
rest for several months on 
criminal charges w'hich h i s 
supporters claim were fabri­ 
cated because of his election 
showing. 
Thanh was arrested sever­ 
al months ago for “ investiga­ 
tion” but the U.S. Embassy 
obtained his release. 
Nguyen Ngoc Linh, the gov­ 
ernment’s director general of 
information, said he had not 
been informed of the specific 
reasons why the three men 
had been taken into “ protec­ 
tive custody.”

“ Edge” is the name of a 
new Lutheran publication for 
youths, implying the margi 
nal zone which many of them 
occupy in relation to the offi 
cial church. 
That nebulous border zone,

figure has begun to m o v e 
back up toward the general 
level, after being even further 
behind it earlier. 
Teen-age youth arms of the 
churches, which usually met 
on Sunday night for discus­ 
sion and recreation, h a v e 
been disbanded on a national 
scale in some denominations. 
In o t h e r s , participation is 
dropping. 
“ The main change is in the 
break away from the institu­ 
tional pattern focused on Sun­ 
day night and the church 
building,” said the Rev. Ken­ 
neth Mitchell, of Nashville, di­ 
rector of the denomination’s 
youth ministries program. 
“ It’s much less focused on 
membership an d meetings 
and more on getting involved 
in community activities.” 
On the positive side of the 
picture, college courses on 
religion -- both in the extent 
of the classes offered an d 
enrolment in them — h a v e 
spread widely since W o r l d 
VVar n, and accelerated since 
1960. 
A survey by Dr. Milton D. 
McLean, of Ohio State Uni- 
vefsity, of 135 public univer­ 
sities and colleges showed 40 
of them have departments for 
majors in religion, while 47 
others offer expensive courses 
in the field. 
Two decades ago, s u c h 
departments in State-run uni­ 
versities and colleges were 
virtually nonexistent. Now, 
the c o u r s e s usually a re 
packed, often with applicants 
turned away for lack of room. 
At the University of Wiscon­ 
sin, students petitioned to get 
such courses. 
The number of clergymen 
serving on campuses has ris­ 
en from 
about 200 before 
World War II to an estimated 
3,000. Dr, Hetland observes: 
“ Chaplains are abl e to 
keep in direct contact with 
students, l a r g e l y because 
they are thought to be some­ 
what disengaged from or at 


least not identified with the 
establishment.” 
Although social-action proj­ 
ects capture much of the re­ 
ligious zeal of modern youth, 
some observers note a let­ 
down in this thrust, partly out 
of frustration at slow gains, 
and a turning to more inner 
probing. 
“ Students are asking more 
questions with at least th e 
intensity of any time in t h e 
past century,” said Leon How­ 
ell of the University Christian 
Movement w h i c h includes 
Catholic, Protestant and Or­ 
thodox youth. 
Reorganization of the Luth­ 
eran 
Church 
in America’s 
Youth Commission also was 
under way with plans to re­ 
place at least half of its older 
members with youths. 
Catholicism’s campus wing 
was also undergoing major 
overhaul. Onre called “ New­ 
man Clubs,” the campus units 
at non-Catholic schools now 
are simply called part of the 
“ Newman Apostolate” to get 
away from the notion of a 
fun-and-games college club. 
The Rev. J o h n T. Mc­ 
Donough of Washington, D.C., 
national director of the New- 
m an Apostolage, s a i d the 
campus units no longer even 
keep registration lists. 
“ While there’s a certain dis­ 
enchantment with the church 
institution, young people to­ 
day are 
far more serious 
minded and asking probing 
questions about fundamental 
truths. 
“ They’re facing reality — 
they’re challenging, groping 
and using their freedom. The 
very fact that they’re ques­ 
tioning is a healthy sign that 
they’re on the road to a more 
mature kind of faith.”

The Lincoln minister said 
he p ersonally is not a CO, 
and that he tells y oung p er­ 
sons seeking his advice that 
he is not. But regardless of 
his feelings about COs, the 
minister said he ap p reciates 
the p rofound moral p roblems 
y oung p eop le have today . 
Deep Feeling s 
“They feel very deep ly ,” 
he stressed. “They d o n ’ t 
want to leave this country ; 
they don’t want 
to 
sp end 
y ears in jail; they don’t want 
to go to Vietnam to fight; but 
they do want to go. readily , 
as Peace Corp s workers. 
“Yes,” he said, “they have 
a resp onsibility to the na­ 
tion.’’ 
This minister feels quite 
frankly that if the scholastic 
2-S classification were taken 
from many y oung men in the 
states’ colleges and universi­ 
ties, “more of them would 
show CO status.” 
Some p ersons who object to 
the 
conscientious 
objectors 
define CO as “Cop Out” — 
that “hiding behind the skirts 
of a legal deferment is the 
chicken way to do it.” 
Even if it is the “chicken” 
way to avoid taking a p lane 
trip to Vietnam, a few y ouths 
admit they would try to get 
the classification if t h e y 
thought they could. 
Others become “draft dodg­ 
ers” or “draft resisters.” 
The “draft dodgers” do that 
very thing and at the same 
time may be critical of true 
COs. The “draft resisters” 
buck military service through 
demonstrations a n d p hilo­ 
sop hical debates. 
The resisters break d o w n 
their own classification into 
those “who will go to jail and 
those who won’t.” 
“I’m not a marty r and I’m 
not about to make a sacrifi­ 
cial lamb of my self,” an NU 
graduate s t u d e n t said. He 
doesn’t want to go to jail. He 
admitted he is a draft dodger. 


Rig ht to Dissent 
Steve Abbott, a former NU 
student who refused military 
induction in Atlanta, Ga., last 
fall, said he ex p ects to be im­ 
p risoned for the violation. Ab­ 
bott, a Roman Catholic, could 
have been deferred as a stu­ 
dent, but instead sought relief 
from military service as a 
conscientious objector. 
He has some observations 
about Vietnam and the feel­ 
ings of college students in the 
nation. 
“There is a right to dis­ 
sent,” he said. “Many p er­ 
sons do not endorse what is 
hap p ening but they see no 
way of offering objections 
without sacrificing p ersonal 
goals.” 
“ If y o u’re g o ing to dissent, 
y o u’ll ha v e to pa y fo r it,” Ab­ 
bo tt sa id. 
Some of the students who 
object to Army service are 
really objecting to the Viet­ 
nam war. 
“We are intellectually criti­ 
cal of this war because the 
reasons given for it are so 
stup id they ’re unbelievable,” 
one NU graduate student said. 
For the o n e s who won’t 
serve in uniform, can’t get CO 
status and p refer not to go to 
Jail, there are three alterna­ 
tives; 
—Pla y hide a nd seek with 
the draft board. 
—Jo in a student o rg a niza ­ 
tio n’s “underground for draft 
dodgers.” 
—Lea v e the country . 
Some have left the country 
—for Canada. 
Ho w To Lea v e 
For those who wish to “drop 
out” of the U.S. but don’t 
know how to do it, there are 
books of instruction. A news­ 
p ap er which calls itself “an 
indep endent radical weekly ” 
carries advertisements 
on 
how to get into Canada and 
out of the draft. 
One ad 
reads: 
“Say NO to the country that 
has said NO to y ou. Say YES 
to y our Soul Brother in Viet­ 
nam, I won’t sup p ort y o u r 
genocide. Learn about t h i s 
way of talking by buy ing ‘Es­ 
cap e F'rom Freedom’ and re­ 
lated help ful material on the 
Canadian alternative to the 
draft through immigration.” 
The p rice of the Canadian 
p ublication is 75c. 
There is also rep ortedly an 
organization in Canada which 
deals with making life easier 
for the disp laced draft dodger. 
One group of NU students 
said three to six of their 
friends 
a n d 
ex -classmates 
have gone north within the 
last y ear. 
“They ’re looked up to in 
Canada as heroes for leaving» 
op p ression,” an .\U under­ 
graduate student said. “ Per-, 
hap s many Americans don’t 
realize that the Pilgrims came 
for freedom, th e Germans 


from the kaiser and the Jews 
from Russia—for freedom,” 
he added. 
He believes m a n y now in 
Canada will never return to 
the U.S. 
Student Deba tes 
Many 
student 
discussions 
about Vietnam and war in 
general are p hilosop hical, but 
p roblems arise as to what is 
p hilosop hy , what is fact and 
what is op inion. Often, discus­ 
sions of conscientious objec­ 
tions to serving in the armed 
forces end with conscientious 
objections to Vietnam. 
Nebraska colleges and uni­ 
versities are not as 
active 
as some in the nation with 
resp ect to CO activity 
and 
demonstrations against t h e 
Vietnam war. 
But there are p rotesters. 
One p rotester, Do a ne Co l­ 
lege p sy chology ma jo r Ja ne 
Warner of Darien, Co nn., sa id 
the anti-war 
mo v ement a t 
the school ha s been slo w be­ 
cause “Doane is a n a pa thet­ 
ic p lace.” 
She said about half o f the 
dove group are boy s and o f 
these, “two or three p roba­ 
bly would face jail rather 
than accep ting the draft. 
“ Religion p er se doesn’t en­ 
ter into it,” the junior coed 
said. “But some of us can’t 
see any end to this war. And 
how can we ex p ect the Viet­ 
namese to understand when 
we offer them aid with one 
hand and drop bombs 
o n 
them with the other?” 
Miss W a r n e r feels few 
hawkish Americans are con­ 
cerned about the Vietnamese 
p eop le themselves. 
Pra ise fo r COs 
It is inconsistent with this 
nation’s ideals, she continued, 
to “try and Americanize a 
p eop le that a p 
p 
a r e n t l y 
doesn’t want our form of gov­ 
ernment.” 
There has been p raise for 
the COs who have served in 
the Vietnam war and other 
military 
conflicts 
as 
they 
tended the wounded in battle­ 
fields. 
Many p ersons, p articularly 
veterans, 
regard 
some 
of 
these COs in the light of be­ 
ing “a soldier” even though 
they do not carry weap ons. 
There ha s a lso been pra ise 
fo r the COs who ha v e sta y ed 
a t ho me, wo rked in ho spita ls 
o r 
o ffered 
themselv es 
fo r 
medica l resea rch such a s a n 
ex periment into the effects o f 
ea ting ra dio a ctiv e fo o d. 
No one knows how many 
dodgers and resisters there 
are in the nation or Nebraska, 
the State Selective Service 
office said. 
But it does know how many 
Nebraskans p ut on the uni­ 
form of the U.S. Army last 
y ear—1,586 . 
They also p oint out, p roudly , 
that some 21% of the total in­ 
ducted, 336 men, volunteered 
for service. 
“There will alway s be the 
ones who won’t go,” a Selec­ 
tive 
Service 
official 
said. 
“There alway s has been and 
there alway s will be. 
“But 
their numbers aie 
small,” he added.
